ing Peace, he took upon him 
the Care of a Religious Pre- 
late, and Eccleſiaſtical Paſtor ;

His Ambaſſadors were Pru- 
dent and Eloquent Men, ve- 
ry well deſerving Reſpect 
and Favour; belides, that 
they made their Way by car- 
rying good Donatives along 
with them; for the King was 
not ignorant of the Deſires 
of the Romans.
